plan，LA Koreatown was split 
into two councilmanic dis- 
trlicts， Under the new plan， 
it is divided among three 
districts. 

On Aug. 12，attorney Tong 
Soo Chung filed a motion in 
district court，on behalf of 
the Korean community， to 
become an intervenor in the 
1985 federal 1lawsuit which 
forced the redistricting. 

Under that 1lawsuit， 
city had until July 31，1986 
to readjust its councilmanic 
boundaries So that more than 
one district would have 3a 
Hispanic majority. 

The Southern California 
Chinese Lawyers Association 
and Several other minority 
groups later entered the 
lawsuit as intervenors， to 
ensure that no minorities 
were Overlooked in the plan. 


MANEUVERING 


After weeks of 
political maneuvering， Coun- 
cilman Richard Alatorre 
introduced a compromise plan 
which was passed by the 
council，12-2，and Signed by 
Mayor Bradley on July 30. 

Under the plan，Woo's 13th 
district changed from 31 
percent to 69 percent His- 
panic，thus fulfilling the 
federal requirement. But 
with the shifting of the 
boundaries， Woo became 3a 
legal resident of The -fourth 
district，Tepresented by John 
上 erraro. 

A Special election for the 
seat will be held in April 
1987.，， If Woo wins that race， 
he will replace Ferraro. If he 
loses，he will retain his seat 
in the 13th district until 
1989，when he may run for 
reelection there， 

The federal court accepted 
this plan but left the door 
open for legal objections，4If 
filed within 15$ days.

Although the measure was

"Since the last redistricting 
plan was adopted in 1982， 
there have been five ordi- 
nances approved by the city

FOUR-FOLD INCREASE FROM 1965-1975 


WASHINGTON， DC - Bet- 
ween 19653 and 1975$ there 
was 3a four-fold increase in 
the_ number of Asian/Pacific 
Islander  (A/PI) elderly， 
according to a just-released 
Statistical Summary issued by 
the American Association of 
Retired Persons (AARPJ). 

About 221,$00 or 6 percent 
of the A/PI population are 
65 or over and，of those， 
about 15,000 (6.7 percent) are 
85 Or over. 

AARP -and its minority 
affairs program have pub- 
lished a booklet，"Portrait of 


Older Minorities,"” which 
includes the A/PI data. 
Unlike white and other 


ethnic minority populations， 
there are more elderly A/PI 
men than women. Among 
those aged 60-64，there are 84 


men for every 100 women. 
Leascxratios actually 
increases in the 70-74 year 


old age group，then declines 
atage 853 and over. (Figure 1). 


CONCENTRATION 


About 10 percent of A/PI 
elderly live in rural areas 
and. over 5$59 percent are con- 
centrated in the .States- of 
California and Washington. 
(Figure 2). 

As in the white population， 
the majority of A/PI men 65 
and over are married,， while 
the majority of women that 
age are widowed. 

A/PLI women are much 
more likely to be married 
than their white counterparts， 
with a smaller proportion 
remaining Single in their 
later years. 

Of all A/PI_ elderly， 
percent lve outside 
tions and only 19 percent 
]ive alone，compared to 94 
percent and 30 : percent，for 
white elderly.

Following the March meeting， 
ABL preslident David Sin asked

Porate managers，and Asian con- 
sultants. The board met informally 
for the first time last month and 
will hold its fist regular meeting on 
September 4.
